That woman’s part in politics docs 
not interfere with her interest in the 
home and the democracy of the suf­ 
frage movement, were proven hv Miss 
Charlotte Sleeth in her talk before 
an audience of about 125 interested 
isteneis in Hie assembly room of the 
court house last evening. Tt was the 
regular 
meeting 
of the 
Franchise 
eagtie, which is to conduct monthly 
meetings, all of which are to he open 
to the public and all of which will 
offer 
an interesting 
talk by some 
worthwhile speaker. 
Following the talks by Miss Sleeth 
and W. R. Jinnett, state representa- 
llive, who presented the legal steps 
necessary to procure suffrage, quite 
a number of the men and women in 
he audience joined the league, mak­ 
ing a total membership of about 60. 
About this 
nucleus, it is 
expected 
that an enthusiastic organization will 
ie formed molding opinion for suf­ 
frage and taking active steps to ch­ 
ain it. 
Miss Sleeth, after being introduced 
by Mrs. A. L. Gary, president of the 
fjeague, who presided over the lincef- 
ing, pictured the campaign for suf­ 
frage in New York in which she had 
kaken a very active part. 
In an in- 
eresting way she described the head­ 
quarters there and the high type of 
women which conducted them. 
“it is not the prominent women,” 
she said, “whose names appear in 
leadlines in the papers who do the 
most influential wo^k there; but, too, 
uhe women who have homes and fam ­ 
ilies, who after their day’s work there 
is done come down, to the headquar­ 
ters to help. 
And the women who 
iave the best 
homes and the best 
eared-for children, are the ones who 
take the most intelligent interest in 
suffrage.” 
Miss Sleeth’s 
description of the 
type of wopian, active in suffrage, 
disproves the common phrase “Wo­ 
man’s place is in the home” to the 
exclusion of other interests. 
She 
dwelt, too, on the perfect harmony 
with which the women conducted the 
campaign and the 
general friendly 
spirit 
predominant 
throughout 
all 
their work, which is contrary to the 
opinion men seem to have formed 
concerning women’s ability to work in 
politics. 
The 
thoroughness of the 
campaign, she spoke of too. 
Every 
voter in New’ York state was 
seen 
and asked to vote for suffrage. 
In 
order to reach them, it was necessary 
to print literature in six languages. 
Because of her enthusiasm, of wide 
knowledge of the subject, Miss Sleeth 
held her audience from the beginning 
and her interest was contagious. 
In a very comprehensive way, \Y. 
R. Jinnett 
showed the 
method by 
which a hill for state suffrage could 
be passed through 
the legislat arc 
The facts he presented were impera­ 
tive for successful worker« to know. 
He showed the 
different places in 
which a hill could he held up and the 
ways to prevent this. 
Too, he declared tliat he was and 
always had been in favor of suffrage 
and would do all in his power to help 
obtain it. 
“No one argues a n y more,” he said, 
“whether or not woman has a right 
to vote. It is an acknowledged fact.” 
He then went on to tell how a woman, 
in rearing her son, would train him 
up until he was 21. when he could 
vote. She, however, who has been Ids 
teacher 
through all those 
years, 
f would not be o flowed to cast the bal-

an,audience of about 125 interested--, 
isteneiw in the assembly room of the 
court house last evening.' It was the 
regular meeting of-the 
Franchise 


eague, which is to conduct monthly 
meetings, all of which are to be open 
;o the public and all of which will 
offer 
an interesting 
talk by some 


worthwhile speaker. 


Following the talks by Miss Sleetli 


and W. R. Jinnett, state representa- 
tive, who presented the legal steps 
necessary to procure suffrage, quite 
i number of the men and women in 
the audience joined the league, malf- 
ng a total membership of about 60. 
Abmit this 
nucleus, it is expected 


that an enthusiastic organization will 
ie formed molding opinion for suf- 
frage and taking active steps to ob- 
tain it. 


Miss Sleeth, after being introduced 


by Mrs. A. L. Gary, president of the 
League,' who presided ovef'tKe "Me'P- 
ng, pictured the campaign for snf- 
'rage in New York in which she had 
taken a very active part. In an in- 
eresting way she described the head- 
quarters there and the high type of 
women which conducted them. 


"It is not the prominent women," 


she 'said, "whose names appear in 
headlines in the papers who do the 
most influential work there; but, too, 
;he women who have homes and fam- 
lies, who1 after-their day's work there 
s'done come down to the headquar- 
ters to help. 
And the women who 


lave, the best 
homes and the best 


cared-for children, are the ones who 
;ake the most intelligent interest in 
suffrage." 


Miss Sleeth's 
description of the 


;ype of woman, active in suffrage, 
disproves the common phrase "Wo- 
man's place is in the home" to the 
exclusion of other interests. 
She 


dwelt, too, on the perfect harmony 
with which the women conducted the 
jampaign and the 
general friendly -.. 


stririt predominant throughout 
all • 


iheir work, which is contrary to the 
opinion men seem to have formed 
loncerning women's ability to work in 
politics. 
The 
thoroughness of the 


sampaign, she spoke of too. Every 
voter'in New York state was 
seen- 


and asked to vote for suffrage. 
In

to print literature in six languages. 
Because of her enthusiasm, of wide 
knowledge of the subject, Miss Sleeth 
held her audience from the beginning 
and her interest was contagion?.
